The Showers 


T h e showers of T uesday night and W ednesday, al­ 
though properly classified as local, will do an immense 
amount of good to corn and grass which was really suf­ 
fering from the drought. 
Corn, though m atured nicely, was drying up a little 
to rapidly for the convenience of those who must handle 
it at cutting time and threatening to ruin the fodder. 
The 
pastures and the clover fields were really suffering for a 
good generous downpour of rain. 
In the urban sections the showers came as a welcome 
relief to folks whose lawns were brown and dry. 
The 
showers, too, will have a decided tendency to check the 
falling leaves and hold them on the trees until, later on, 
the frosts can tint them with the brilliant autum n c o l o r s . 
T oo much drougth, in the earlier days of September, 
strips the trees of leaves almost as completely a s will a 
killing frost. 
W e w ant our pastures and 
meadows 
and 
lawns 
freshened up a bit and the grip of the tiny leaves tighten­ 
ed on the limbs to he used as pallets by 
Jack 
Frost,

Columbus, Ohio Sept. ll.—Showers 
occurred the past 24 hours in north­ 
ern Ohio and the Lake Region and 
westward over the upper .Mississippi 
Valley; also In the Red River of the 
North Valley, east and central North 
Dakota and in small areas in Nebras­ 
ka and Montana. There was great var­ 
iation in the amounts but exceeded 
an inch at several stations in north­ 
east Iowa and eastward 
two inches 
falling ut Minot, N. I)ak., and three 
Inches at Decorah, Iowa and Prairie 
Du Chien, Wis, The heat wave contin­ 
ues over the southern half of the re­ 
gion but tho temperature is now near 
normal over northern sections. 
Crop report for the Ohio section for 
the week ending September 9 is: 
Weather conditions were generally 
favorable for farm work and crop de­ 
velopment though quite warm the last 
•beys of the week. There is still 
a small amount of barn thr ashing to 
be done, < Torn continued to make good 
to excellent progress and Hi condition 
is generally ve ry good to excellent 
Cutting was 
commenced 
in 
many 
places and will become quite gene?ral 
the coming week. 
The bulk of the 
crop will be safe from serious dam­ 
age' from frost by the middle of the 
months except in the lake counties 
where from IO to 15 days longer will 
be necessary. 
The tobacco crop is 
only fair, having marie* little gain dur­ 
ing the week. A fair to good crop of 
grapes is being realized but all other 
fruit crops very poor. Plowing for fall 
sowing is now well advanced.
